Such books containing this plate, as have 
occasionally appeared at public sales and other places, have realized very high prices — the last

book sold, of no value in itself, having brought $30. The seals, of which copies are now given, 
are from impressions kindly furnished us by Mr. Charles J. Bushnell, of this city, who has in 
press a work in which they will appear. The smaller of these seals was on a ring worn by Wash- 
ington, and bears his family coat of arms, with the motto as upon the book-plate, “ Exitus acta 
])robat — “The end justifies the deed” — certainly, a remarkable motto for such a man. The 
other two were his watch seals, worn together. Their history is somewhat curious : one of them 
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was lost by Washington himself, at General Braddock’s disastrous defeat before Fort Duquesne, 
July 8th, 1755. The other was lost by his nephew, about twenty years since, in Virginia. Both 
of these relics, although thus lost at different places and periods, were ploughed up almost at the 


same time in 1854. They were restored to the Washington family, and are still in their posses- 
sion. Both bear the initials of Washington in cipher; but there is a difference in their 
execution, one being a fac-simile of his autograph, while the other is more artistically ornamented. 

When the Mint was first established in Philadelphia, 1792, several patterns for coin were pre- 
pared, to be decided upon afterwards; General Washington, taking a lively interest in the work, 
visited the Mint almost every day. On one occasion, he brought with him $100 in silver bullion, 
which, at his request, were coined into half dismes. Of this coin, we annex a specimen — the 
profile on the obverse is supposed to have been intended for Lady Washington These coins are 
very rare at the present day, not having been used as currency, but intended as presents from 
General Washington to his intimate friends in this country and in Europe.

New Hampshire was the name given to the 
territory conveyed by the Plymouth Company, 
to Captain John Mason, by patent, Nov. 7th, 
1629, with reference to the patentee, who was 
Governor of Portsmouth, in Hampshire, England. 

Vermont was so called by the inhabitants in 
their Declaration of Independence, Jan. 16th, 
1777, from the French, verd inont (the green 
mountain). 

Massachusetts w r as so called from Massachu- 
setts Bay, and that from the Massachusetts tribe 
of Indians in the neighborhood of Boston. The 
tribe is thought to have derived its name from 
the Blue Hills of Milton. “ I had learnt,” says 
Roger Williams, “ that the Massachusetts was so 
called from the Blue Hills.” 

RnoDE Island w'as so called, in 1664, in refer- 
ence to the Island of Rhodes in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Connecticut was so called from the Indian 
name of its principal river. Connecticut is a 
Mocheakanneew word, signifying long river. 

New York was so called in 1664, in reference 
to the Duke of York and Albany, to whom this 
territory was granted by the King of England. 

New Jersey was so called in 1664, from the 
Island of Jersey, on the coast of France, the resi- 
dence of the family of Sir George Carteret, to 
whom the territory was granted. 

Pennsylvania was so called in 1681, after 
William Penn. 

Delaware was so called in 1703, from Dela- 
ware Bay, on which it lies, and which received its 
name from Lord de la War, who died in this bay. 

Maryland was so called in honor of Henrietta 
Maria, Queen of Charles L, in his patent to Lord 
Baltimore, June 30, 1632. 


Virginia was so called in 1584, after Elizabeth, 
the virgin Queen of England. 

Carolina was so called by the French in 1564, 
in honor of King Charles IX., of France. 

Georgia was so called in 1732, in honor of 
King George II. 

.Alabama was so called in 1814, from its prin- 
cipal river, it being an Indian name, signifying 
here ice rest. 

Mississippi was so called in 1800, from its 
western boundary. Mississippi is said to denote 
the whole river , i. e., the river formed by the 
union of many. 

Louisiana was so called in honor of Louis 
XIV., of France. 

Tennessee was so called in 1796, from its prin- 
cipal river. The word Ten-asse is said to signify 
a curved spoon. 

Kentucky was so called in 1792 ; the Avord is of 
native origin, and signifies the dark and bloody 
ground. 

Illinois was so called in 1 809, from its principal 
river. The word is said to signify the river of men. 

Indiana was so called in 1809, from the Ame- 
rican Indians. 

Ohio was so called in 1802, from its southern 
boundary. 

Missouri was so called in 1821, from its prin- 
cipal river. 

Michigan Avas so called in 1805, from the lake 
on its border. 

Arkansas avos so called in 1812, from its prin- 
cipal river. 

Florida was so called by Juan Ponce deLeon, 
in 1572, because it was discovered on Easter 
Sunday ; in Spanish, Pascua Florida. 

Columbia was so called in reference to Col- 
umbus. 

W isconsin was so called from its principal river. 

Iowa was so called from its principal river.

Minnesota; or, the Wandering Water. 
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ISTORICAL associations of the 
deepest interest are connected 
with the existence of this old 
mansion, which, on account of its 
commanding situation and fine 
architectural appearance, was a 
favorite residence of the Com- 
manders of both the American 
and British armies during the 
Revolution. It originally stood 
on a high eminence, and com- 
manded an extensive and diver- 
sified view of the surrounding 
country. In front, was a fine 
lawn which terminated at the 
bank of the Hudson ; on the 
north, a thick wood gave a rural 
aspect to the scenery, which was 
bounded by quite an extensive 
stream, known as the Minnetta Water, which, after a sinuous course, emptied itself into the Hud- 
son about at what is now known as the foot of Ilammersly street. On the south, after the eye 
had passed over almost every variety of pastoral scene, it rested at length upon the spires, roofs, 
and chimneys of the city of New York. 

The house was erected about the year 1760, by Abraham Mortier, Paymaster-General of the 
Colonial forces in America, a wealthy gentleman, who evinced a fine taste in the interior finish of 
the house and decoration of the grounds. Mrs. Adams, in one of her letters, has given an ex- 
ceedingly interesting and graphic description of its beauties. 

Washington arrived in New York early in May, 1776, from Philadelphia, and must have 
made this house his head-quarters immediately thereafter, as Col. Burr arrived from Canada on 
the 20th of May, and waited on the Commander-in-Chief, at his quarters at Richmond Hill, and here 
he remained until the battle of Long Island, after which the army retreated to Harlem Heights. 

While residing here, Washington came very near being a victim to a conspiracy, concocted by 
some of the tory inhabitants and British officers. Governor Tryon, and likewise the Mayor, were 
both implicated. Tryon sought shelter on board of one of the English vessels in the harbor, but 
the Mayor was arrested and imprisoned. The design of the conspirators was to poison Washing- 
ton and other American officers, and blow up a magazine, and had seduced one of his body-guard, 
named Hickey, to aid them in their nefarious designs. The plot, however, was frustrated by the 
faithfulness of the house-keeper, a daughter of Sam Fraunces, who divulged the whole affair to 
Washington. Hickey was tried and executed, and is remarkable as being the first military exe- 
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cation of the Revolution ; he was executed near the present corner of Grand and Chrystie streets. 
While the British held possession of the city, it was occupied by various general officers, the last 
of whom was General Sir Guy Carleton, Commander-in-Chief. 

Prince William Henry, afterwards William the Fourth, who, at that time, was a midship- 
man on board of Admiral Digby’s ship, frequently visited the house, and generally remained 
there a few days. Intelligence of one of these visits having been received by some adventurous 
whigs, they determined to make an attempt to abduct his person ; a party composed of some 
sailors and others who were acquainted with the localities, secreted themselves in the cellar of 
the house, with the intention of making the attempt at night ; but one of the men moving around 
in the dark, accidentally stumbled over a wine-cask, and in his fall, the trigger of one of his pis- 
tols having caught in the edge of the cask, it exploded. The inmates were immediately alarmed, 
and two or three of the sailors were captured, the rest of the party having made their escape ; 
plunder being the only object, it was supposed, they were in quest of. The prize was worthy 
of the attempt, and we can only surmise the probable effect if they had been successful. 

On the assembling of the first Congress under the Constitution, in New York, John Adams, 
the first Vice President, made this house his residence; it belonged at that. time to a Mrs. Jepson. 

In the famous law-suit which has been going on for so long a time between Trinity Church 
and the heirs of Anneka Jans, who claim to be the owners of this property, Aaron Burr was 
retained as counsel for the heirs, with hopes of success, but they were greatly surprised 
at discovering that he had renounced their side of the suit, and gone over to Trinity Church, and 
acquired from that body a lease of the whole Richmond Hill property. Here he resided until 
the fatal duel with Gen. Hamilton, surrounded with all the alliances of wealth, and every thing 
that could render life desirable. In this house his beloved daughter, Theodosius, was'married to 
Gov. Alston, of South Carolina, whose uncertain and untimely fate cast a gloom over the future 
life of her father, and no doubt, aided materially in precipitating that unfortunate affair of 
honor which terminated so fatally. 

The rapid growth of the city in that direction, and the laying out and cutting through of 
streets, it became necessary to dig away the hill on which the house stood, in consequence of 
which, the house was removed and placed in Charlton street, near Varick street. The cut at the 
head of this article represents the house after undergoing this change in its location, and there- 
after its destinies were changed ; it no longer was the abode of greatness, wealth, and taste, but 
became successively a public house, at which ward meetings and elections were held ; a theatre 
for a time, and then a ball room, with a garden attached, and known as the Tivoli Saloon and 
Garden, which, after a few years of partial success, was again re-opened as a theatre ; the attempt, 
however, was a failure, and resulted in loss to the projectors. It remained closed and unoccupied 
for some time, and was eventually demolished; not a vestige now remains, and on the site have 
been erected a number of brick dwelling-houses. 

It is pleasant to dwell on these reminiscences of the past ; and while memory lingers on the 
scenes where, in our boyhood, we have frolicked and played, or in more mature years reverted to 
those happy days, we feel the subduing and genial influence of the retrospection.

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N continuation of our article upon the relics of Washington, we take pleasure in 
presenting our readers, in this number of our catalogue, with engravings and descrip- 
tion of two very remarkable coins which have been kindly furnished us from the 
collection of Winslow J. Howard, Esq., of this city. The first is a silver coin, which 
can, with propriety, be entitled the “Washington Half Dollar of 1792.” This curious 
and interesting relic of history had long been in the possession of a gentleman in this 
city, by the name of Bosuet He took it in way of change for a half dollar, 27 years 
ago ; and had kept it carefully stowed away, only occasionally bringing it out to show 
to the curious, refusing many offers for its purchase, until lately he was persuaded to part with it, 
at a large price, to the present owner ; in whose hands it will, without doubt, remain, as one 
of the valuable gems of his collection. 




On the obverse is represented a fine bust of Washington, facing the left, dressed in military 
costume. Legend — “G. Washington, President I., 1792.” Reverse — An Eagle with spread 
wings, bearing on its breast the American shield, and holding in one talon a bundle of thirteen 
arrows, in the other, an olive branch. Legend — “ United States of America.” There is a line 
which runs across the piece from the letter M to the tip of one of the wings, which shows that 
the die was broken at the time this coin was struck. 

How many coins like the above are in existence at the present time, it is impossible to say ; 
but the present owner considers it unique. If, however, any one of our readers should happen to 
have an original genuine, we would be most happy to know it The weight of the coin is at the 
present time, 206 grains. The half dollar ordered by Congress, was to weigh 208 grains. 

In 1791, Congress offered inducements to artists for designs for the new coins, “ bearing an 
emblematic bust of Liberty.” Some one more patriotic than the rest, placed upon his pattern the 
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likeness of Washington, the father of his country, and protector of liberty. The device was 
quickly passed by the Senate ; but when it came to the House, it was disapproved of, and by 
Washington himself, who believed that it would be viewed as “ the stamp of royalty,” and that it 
would not only wound the feelings of many friends, but would “ gratify his enemies besides, 
the President's delicacy would not allow him to sign a bill of the kind, which might blast his 
reputation, and the compliment be extended to his successors. 


The next coin is in pure copper, and is truly a well-executed design. On the obverse is a 
bust facing the right, which resembles that of an Indian chief or warrior; on the shoulder, 
within a small circle, are to be seen a flag and sword crossed, and the fleur de lis of France ; on 
the breast is a small head with wings. Legend — “ Non-Dependens Status.” Obverse — Full 
length figure of an Indian seated on a globe, around the loins is an apron of feathers ; in the 
right hand he holds a branch of tobacco, in the left a shield, with the American flag and sword 
crossed, and fleur de lis the same as on the shoulder-knot of the obverse. Around the whole is 
the Legend — “ America, 1778.” 

This piece is without doubt unique, and is supposed to be one of the many pattern pieces 
engraved and designed by Paul Revere. 
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N sending forth to our numerous patrons this, the largest Catalogue of Autograph 
Letters ever published in America, it may not be inappropriate to say a few words 
on the very interesting subject of “ Autographs and their Prices.” Collections of 
various kinds, such as Portraits, Coins, Rare Books, Ac., by private individuals, as 
well as public societies, have long been in vogue within the precincts of the civilized 
world. And the collectors of these, and other rarities, have, by the enthusiastic zeal 
they have manifested in the pursuit of their darling object, subjected themselves alike 
to the sneers of the prosy critic and the keen satires of the poet. But the taste 
for collecting the Autographs of great men, is comparatively a modern one. The world, daily 
growing wiser, has at last discovered that such collections are not only deeply interesting as 
mementos of departed worth, but highly valuable as materials of history, to the statesman, the 
biographer, and the historian. Attractive as other collections undoubtedly are, it cannot be ques- 
tioned that collections of Autographs are of pre-eminent interest and importance, inasmuch as 
they constitute a part of the works of those whose memory we fondly cherish, and whose virtues 
and heroic deeds we love to praise and celebrate. To the man of taste, the man of sympathy, 
whose heart throbs responsively to the audible beatings of the great heart of humanity, what can 
be more interesting, what more elevating, than to look with loving eyes on the lines traced by the 
hand of a W ashington, a Burke, a Franklin, a Howard ? Time, with unsparing diligence, may ruth- 
lessly have swept away the patriot from the stage of existence ; death, with unrelinquishing grasp 
may have laid its hand on the philosopher and the statesman. But the few precious lines we love to 
look upon and to cherish with jealous reverence, yet remain. And as we read them again and 
again, imagination carries us back to the time when these heroes of the past lived, and breathed, 
and acted, leaving us their example as a glorious inheritance, and urging us to imitate, as far as 
possible, their patriotism and virtue. 

We have taken some pains to collect from various reliable sources the following facts relating 
to autograph collectors, and the prices for which rare autographs have sold at recent sales : 

Sir Richard Phillips claims to be the first collector of Autographs ; but a writer in Notes and 
Queries says that collections of Autographs had their origin in Germany about the middle of the 
sixteenth century, “where travelers carried with them white-paper books to obtain the signatures 
of eminent persons, or of new acquaintance. Such a book was called an Album, Hortus Ami- 
corum, or Thesaurus Amicorum. The oldest in the British Museum is dated 1578, and appears 
to have belonged to a lady.” Whatever Sir Richard may claim, “ it is certain,” writes Cathe- 
rine Hutton, “ that he was in possession of reams of these precious relics, each arranged by the 
alphabetical name of the writer. He was so well aware of their value, at a time when they were 
little thought of by others, that he has been heard to say he would as soon part with a tooth as a 
letter of Colley Cibber’s ; and that he expected a grant of land in America for a manuscript of 
Washington’s.” 

The same writer adds : “ William Upcott has been Btyled the emperor of Autographs. He 
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had printed, mostly for private distribution, a magnificent catalogue on royal 4to., containing 
32,000 items of autographs, principally bound in volumes, and illustrated with portraits, etc., 
without regard to expense.” 

“ Thomas Thorpe, bookseller, of London, has been the merchant of Autographs.” It is prob- 
able he bought and sold more curiosities of this description than any other dealer. He has been 
known to publish, in four years, catalogues containing collectively 25,222 autographs. 

Francis Moore, for fifty years a resident of Paris, was also an extensive collector of Auto- 
graphs and manuscripts. His collection was particularly rich in .letters and documents relating 
to France and England. The collection, together with other important autographs, was sold by 
auction, in London, in April, 1856. Among the prices realized may be named the following: — 
Letter of Catherine of Aragon, first queen of Henry VIII., with seal, $68 ; Mary, Queen of Scots, 
and Francis II., king of France, her husband — signatures of both to a document, $70 ; Edward 
IV., king of England, letter subscribed and signed, $80; Richard IIL, letter subscribed and 
signed, $174; Henry VII., letter subscribed and signed, $61; Henry VIIL, ditto, $30; Queen 
Elizabeth, short letter in French, $70 ; Prince Rupert, letter, $31 ; Cardinal Wolsey, letter, $119; 
Archbishop Laud, letter, $30. 

At the sale of C. Meigh’s Autographs, London, February, 1856, a letter of Talleyrand’s sold 
for $30 ; letter of General Wolfe’s, $34 ; Fenelon’s Autograph Instructions for his Defense against 
the Accusations of Bossuet, $100 ; Brown’s Britannia’s Pastorals (1616), with marginal notes in 
the autograph of Milton, $109 ; Twelve pages in the autograph of Tasso, $150. 

At the Bale of Richard C. Lambe’s collection, London, August, 1856, forty -four letters of the 
poet Cowper’s were sold, each in a separate lot One, consisting of four pages 4to. sold for $53. 
The rest also realized high prices. 

At other recent London sales the following prices have been obtained : Southey, letter, $20 ;

And, to close this list, we may add that the highest price ever realized for an autograph sig- 
nature, was that paid by the British Museum for the autograph of the immortal Shakspeare. It 
was written on the fly-leaf of the first edition of Montaigne’s Essays, translated by Florio, 1603. 
The sum paid for it was $500! ! 

As to manuscripts, the prices realized for some of the rarest at recent sales have been almost 
fabulous. At an important sale in London, in 1856, a Greek MS. of the 12th century, on vellum, 
viz., “ Dioscoridis Opera,” folio, with several hundred painted designs in Byzantine style, sold for 
$2,945; a MS., on vellum, of the 10th century, viz., “Evangelia Quatuor,” folio, with portraits, 
colored capitals, Ac.. $348; “ Evangelia Quatuor,” Byzantine MS. of the 11th century, 8vo., $403; 
“ Dante, La Divina Commedia,” small folio MS. of the 15th century, $260; “Officiorum Liber, 
cum Calendario,” decorated MS., on vellum, with paintings, &c., 8vo., $1,195 ; Offices of the Vir- 
gin, on vellum, with paintings, 8vo., $448; “Biblia Hebraica,” MS. on vellum, of the 13th cen- 
tury, written in uncial characters, folio, $348.

( OIN collecting is a pursuit as yet in its infancy in this country. So deeply 
engaged in the business of the counting-house, of the farm, of the workshop, 
have the people of these United States been, that they have as yet devoted very 
little of their time to collecting and studying the chaste and beautiful medals of 
Greece and Rome ; the interesting and ever-varying coins of England, or even 
the hastily-struck pieces on which the brave pioneers of American independence 
impressed their quaint but significant devices. And yet the study of coins and 
medals is at once entertaining and instructive, not alone to him who loves to 
collect rarities because they are rare, and who revels in the idea that he possesses that which his 
neighbor does not, and cannot possess ; but also to the poet, the sculptor, the painter, and the 
architect All these may study with advantage the ancient coins of Greece and Rome, which, for 
beauty of design and excellence of finish, have never yet been surpassed, or even equaled. To 
the student of History, the inspection and careful study of coins is of great benefit and import- 
ance. “ It gives us, so to speak, a personal acquaintance with the rulers and great men of the 
past ; it brings their actions, in a manner, before our eyes, and we sit, as in a theatre, with the 
actors before us.” Pope truly says : 


“ The medal, fUlthful to Its charge of fame, 

Through climes and ages hears each form and name ; 
In one short view, subjected to our eye, 

Gods, Emperors, Heroes, Sages, Beauties lie . 11

various parts of the kingdom, from France, from Germany, and other parts of Europe, are dis- 
posed of by auction weekly in London. And the whole business has attained a dignity and im- 
portance that cannot be misunderstood or overlooked.

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« OTrjIIE annexed engraving represents one of the famous Stamps which the British 
GjTC Government ordered to be affixed to deeds, promissory notes, etc., in the 
QJj') American Colonies, the resistance to which imposition was the preliminary step 
' to our Declaration of Independence ; and hateful as its sight may have been to 
our forefathers, Americans of the present day should regard it, on account of 
the glorious Revolution which it produced, with a feeling of admiration. The 
original of our engraving exists in the rooms of the Connecticut Historical 
Society, at Hartford, to which Association it was presented by James Brown, Esq. It was 
received by Mr. Brown from his brother, Wm. Brown, Esq., M. P., of London. The following 
memorandum accompanied the donation : — “ John Woods, Esq., Chairman of the Inland Revenue, 
London, found a box of these stamps in August, 1850, being a part of those issued and prepared 
to send to America. The act compelling their use in the colonies after the 1st of Nov., 1766, 
being resisted, led to the independence of the L*nitcd States.” 




Description . — This stamp is composed of two pieces of paper, each impressed on one side, 
and pasted together, back to back. On one is the crown, with the initials G. R. and figure 3, and 
a double cipher of G. It. underneath. On the upper right-hand corner is the number of the 
stamp. This is on white paper, and is printed from a copper-plate in the ordinary way. The 
other side is properly a stamp, impressed not very deep yet quite distinctly, by a die, on blue 
paper. It contains a crown, with the word America at the top, and two shillings six pence — the 
value of the stamp — at the bottom.

¥ shared; and while a laudable anxiety is now evinced, in many quarters, to acquire 
for private or public collections specimens of every accessible coin, the history of 
our own numismatic undertakings has received especial attention, and each successive 
writer undoubtedly stimulates new students to inquiry. 

It is a fortunate circumstance for the American beginner in numismatic investigation, that 
the period to be traversed is one of little more than two hundred years. We are favored in this 
respect more highly than the archaeologists of other countries — the students of English, French, 
or German numismatics, for example, or the collectors of Roman and Grecian coins or medals. 
One is appalled at the consideration which is involved in a resolve to master the history of any of 
these coinages, extending over periods five and six times longer than our own, with a really 
inconceivable profusion of types and variations to be studied ; so that no outlay can procure a 
complete collection of any one national series, and no amount of inquiry reveal all the mysteries 
of the ill-recorded coinage. Widely different from these, our own numismatic history lies, com- 
pact and accessible, within the range of original record ; and there arc comparatively few facts 
relating to it which cannot be vouched for by contemporary authority, though, strange to sa}", 
there are some points regarding the coinage immediately following the Revolution which will in 
all probability never be elucidated, while we arc perfectly familiar with the Mint Regulations in 
force during the lifetime of Oliver Cromwell. 

The first coinage which took place in the American colonies of Great Britain was ordained 
by the authorities of Massachusetts in 1652, when it was provided that shillings, sixpences, and 
threepences should be coined, “ for forme flatt, and square on the sides, & stamped on the one 
side with NE, and on the other side XII<7, Vic/, & IIIcZ, according to the value of each peece.” 
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This issue was shortl)’ followed by the more elaborate Pine Tree money, and very few specimens 
of it are known to exist. Most of these are in English collections. Twenty dollars is a low price 
for the NE shilling or sixpence, and the threepence has entirely disappeared. 



Beside Massachusetts, others of the Colonies were endowed with especial currencies during 
the 17th century, though by no means to the extent that was really demanded by the exigencies 
of trade; and among the rarest and most interesting of these early colonial coins may be men- 
tioned the Carolina token, or Elephant piece, so named from the design — a large elephant — on its 



obverse. The reverse had the legend, God : Preserve : Carolina and : the Lords : Proprieters : 
1694. This piece exists in a few collections, and is worth, in moderate preservation, from twelve 
to fifteen dollars. Beside these there were, as is well known, the Maryland currency, the Massa- 
chusetts Elephant piece, the Rosa Americana coppers, and one or two other colonial pieces, all of 
which are now quite rare. 

Fifteen years ago the knowledge of American numismatics was confined to a very few indi- 
viduals in the United States, and was principally to be found among English coin-collectors. 
England, pre-eminently the land of moneyed leisure and of energetic study, has long been dis- 
tinguished by the learning of her numismatists, and the wealth of their collections; so that it is 
not strange if the history of our coinage could once be studied to better advantage on the banks 
of the Thames than in our own libraries and cabinets; but the last decade has seen a vast im- 
provement in this respect The number of American coin-collectors has received greater and 
i greater accessions annually since 1850, and already Numismatic Societies have been successfully 
organized in New York and Philadelphia, while a third is contemplated in Boston. The awaken- 
ing interest has naturally created a class of writers who especially devote themselves to the 
agreeable and instructive investigation of our coins, medals, and tokens, and the nucleus of an 
American numismatographical collection is already formed, to which, we have no doubt, valuable 
works will now be frequently added. 

The early history of American coinage is naturally to be sought in the minute detail of facts 
presented by Ruding, in his Annals of the British Coinage, which work, an amplification of the 
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preceding one by Martin Folkes, affords particulars, drawn from official sources, of the successive 
colonial issues, and also of the proposals which were made from time to time for the supply of 
the colonies with convenient coins. The engravings in Ruding (republished in three volumes 
4to., London, 1840) comprise every coin struck in England for the American settlements down to 
the period of the separation. It is only within a few years that Ruding has been superseded as 
the only standard authority on American numismatics, although his brief notices of our coins 
cease at the Revolution, since no other writer made the important subject his own. True, a work 
published at London in 1761, entitled “The American Negotiator ; or, the Various Currencies of 
the British Colonies in America,” by J. Wright, Accomptant, purports to give a description of 
colonial coins, but it is of no value as a record, and was, indeed, intended only for reference in 
commercial matters. At the time of the adoption of the Federal Constitution, Washington, 
Franklin, Jefferson, Hamilton, Rob’t Morris, and other of our Revolutionary heroes, took a deep 
interest in the affairs of the national coinage, and memoranda still exist, drawn up by several of 
the individuals we have named, upon the establishment of the currency which is now in vogue, 
and a resume of these and other propositions was given in a small pamphlet published in 1789, 
entitled “Monies, Coins, Weights, and Measures proposed for the United States, &c.” As yet, 
however, the true numismatic spirit was wanting, and the first actual attempts at systematic 
classification and record of the coins struck in or for the American colonies and United States, 
appear in the shape of papers to be found in the collections of State Historical Societies. 

At a time when “coin-collectors" in the United States were popularly considered little better 
than monomaniacs, two or three gentlemen — Dr. J. B. Felt, of Salem, Mass., Mr. J. Francis 
Fisher, of Baltimore, and Dr. Jas. Mease, of Philadelphia — were deeply interested in the subject, 
and communicated the results of their investigations to societies of which they were members, or 
published them in a separate form. In the 3d vol. of the New York Historical Society’s Collec- 
tions (pp. 387 — 404), will be found a highly interesting paper by Dr. Mease, giving a description 
of 17 medals struck with reference to America; and this paper the Massachusetts Historical 
Society republished (Coll., vol. 4, 3d Series, 1834), together with additional particulars from the 
same hand concerning 33 medals presented to the officers of the war of 1812-14 ; and also of 4 
other miscellaneous American medals. 

In Vol. VI. 3d Scries of the Mass. Collection, Mr. J. F. Fisher communicates a detailed 
description of 38 American medals, 14 of which bear the head or the name of Washington ; and 
in Vol. VII. (1838) of the same scries, a paper on Old American Coins gives some particulars 
regarding the Fugio, New Jersey, and Connecticut cents, the Rosa Americana series, &c., &c. 
These we believe to be the first distinct essays in American numismatography. fn 1839, Dr. J. 
B. Felt’s admirable work on the Massachusetts Currency was published, affording a full history of 
the N. E. and Pine Tree money, the Continental notes, and the coinage at Boston subsequent to 
the Declaration of Independence; and in 1840, Wm. W. Gouge published at New York his 
“ Paper Money and Banking in the United States,” containing some valuable information on the 
coinage and paper money. In the ensuing decade the interest in numismatics steadily increased, 
and the work of Eckfeldt and Dubois, of the Philadelphia mint, appeared in 1851, presenting a 
general tableau of the United States coinage, together with a glance at the contemporary coins of 
all other nations, the whole illustrated with very fine colored plates. A smaller work, on Amer- 
ican Coins and Coinage, was published by the same parties at New York in 1852. It had pre- 
viously appeared in successive numbers of the Banl-ert' Magazine. In 1850, Dr. O’Callaghan 
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presented illustrations, in his “Documentary History of New York” (Vol. III.), of the copper 
coins struck for this State circa 1790, together with an engraving of the great Libertas Americana 
medal, and the Washington Cent of 1783 ; and in the Transactions of the American Antiquarian 
Society, Vol. III., Boston, 1857, the Diaries of John Hull, Mint-Master and Treasurer of Massa- 
chusetts Bay in 1652, arc reprinted, together with a memoir of the diarist and engravings of the 
Pine Tree coins. Within the last few years, moreover, American numismatics have been the 
subject of frequent discussions in the periodical press. Not until 1858, however, did a work 
appear devoted exclusively to American coins. The “ Historical Account of American Coinage,” 
by John H. Hickox, was published at Albany, N. Y., in August last This work contains plates 
of early American coins, and was gladly received by numismatic students. The mention of one 
more work will complete our catalogue. This is the “ History of American Tokens,” published 
in 1858, by Mr. Bushnell, of New York, containing plates and much very valuable descriptive 
matter. W e understand that a very elaborate and comprehensive work on American Coinage is 
to appear shortly at Philadelphia, and that Mr. Bushnell has a similar treatise in preparation ; but 
these cannot yet be considered as portions of our subject. A few catalogues have of late been 
issued by dealers, which are valuable as standards of price ; and Mr. Mickley, of Philadelphia, 
recently published a list of American copper and silver coins, with degrees of rarity attached, 
which is a useful cade mecum to the collector. We understand that a more extensive catalogue 
is in preparation. A few years more will undoubtedly greatly enlarge our list, and fill up the 
deficiencies still existing in American numismatography.

A* Medals is a body of history,” and Addison’s graceful essay, entitled “ Dia- 
logues on Medals,” affords us a pleasing example of the vast amount of 
^ J&KW* ^ earn * n 8 an( ^ eTen poetry connected with their study. To them, indeed, 
more than anything else, are we indebted for our knowledge of the men, 
o)Q customs, actions, and history of the ancient world. The painter’s brightest 
colors may fade from the canvas, the sculptor’s art may be destroyed by violence or marred by 
time, but 

u Thc medal, faithful to its charge of fame, 

Through climes and ages bears each form and name.*’ 

Medals, moreover, are sure exponents of a nation’s progress in the politer arts and sciences of 
civilization, in which we trace the dawnings of genius as well as the development of principles. 
We would ask for no better text-book, from which to teach a class in History, than a well-selected 
cabinet of medals. Take, for example, the fine series illustrative of the Sovereigns of France. 
Beauty of design, and accuracy of portraits and costume, are here combined with the historical 
data of each reign in a concise and attractive form, which is well calculated to make an ineffacable 
impression upon the memory. One such medal, properly studied, is tenfold more instructive than 
the usual drill of a recitation. 

In this country, the science of Medallurgy is comparatively in its infancy. The number of 
amateurs, however, is increasing, and we can boast of several fine collections, chiefly of American 
Medals. The recent establishment, also, in this city of the American Numismatic Society is a 
pleasing evidence of a growing taste in this direction. Nor are we, as a nation, so destitute of 
medals commemorative of events in our history, as might be imagined. An evidence of this is 
found in the list which we present below, which comprises only such as by their origin , design, or 
the event which they were designed to commemorate, are fairly entitled to be considered as 
National Medals of the United States. 

We have classed them as follows : 

1st Medals of the War of the American Revolution. 

Many of these were executed under the supervision of Franklin and the American 
Commissioners in France. The great men of the Empire took pleasure in designing them, and 
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the best skill of the French artists was employed upon them. They are not only beautiful works 
of art, but pleasing examples of the cordiality which animated the two countries during the 
progress of our struggle for national independence. 

2d. Medals of the War of 1812. 

This war was as prolific of medals as of heroes, and of both it may be said that they are 
very creditable to our nation. 

3d. Mtdals of the Mexican War — of which there arc but few, yet those are very fine speci- 
mens of the medallist’s art. 

4th* Miscellaneous. Such as Presidential medals and those in regard to whose origin or 


purpose we lack information.

Professor Edward Hildebrandt, Painter in Ordinary to Ilis Majesty the King, has represented 
the Traveller, his friend of many years’ standing, at work in his Library. The familiar objects, 
which daily surround the person represented in his wonted haunts, are so apt to heighten the 
interest of his picture by their characteristic individuality, that we are induced to mention a few of 
the most easily recognized among them : — the bust in bronze of the King of Prussia, by the great 
master, Christian Rauch ; the statuette of Her Majesty the Queen, in classical style, seated ; the very 
rare bust of the renowned navigator and discoverer, Don Henrique, Duke of Visco, after a miniature 
painting of the Infante, discovered in a Spanish MS. of the fifteenth century, at Paris, by M. Fer- 
dinand Denis ; a model of the Obelisk of Luxor, now at Paris, executed by the able sculptor L. 
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Sussmann, after a drawing by Dr. Brugsch, the ingenious ^Egyptologist. Among the oil-paintings 
, vve would notice : — a very faithful representation from nature, by Professor Beliermann, of the 
picturesque entrance to the Cave of Caripe (Cueva a del Guacharo), in South America, in the 
Missions of the Chaymas Indians, westward of the mouth of the Orinoco, first described by Hum- 
boldt ; the design for the grand historical composition, the Death of Leonardo da Vinci, a gift of 
the celebrated Dominique Ingres; an excellent design for Gustav Wegener’s great historical land- 
scape (in His Majesty's collection), the hermitage of St. Basilius, on the Armenian river Iris ; and 
the attractive likeness of the accomplished artist, Signora Emma Gaggiotti-Riehards, painted at 
Ancona, and presented by herself. In the small apartment in front of the library, the further 
wall of which is ornamented by the grand Panorama of Rome (an engraving by Giuseppe Yasi), 
we observe a portion of the Collection of Birds, and among them the Nigh thirds (los Guacharos, 
Humboldt’s SteatornU Caripcnsis ), found by thousands in the above-mentioned Cave near Caripe, 
remarkable on account of their extreme scarcity in zoological collections. The same apartment, 
w r hich serves as ante-room, contains eighty-three folio volumes of the 44 Chalcographie du Musee 
Royal, the splendid gift of His late Majesty, King Louis Philippe. A portion of the magnetic, 
astronomical, and meteorological instruments, the Traveler's faithful companions in the basin of 
the Orinoco and Amazon rivers, in the Cordilleras, in the Mexican Tableland, and in Northern 
Asia, remind us of long years of varied travel and research. It gives us a high idea of artistic 
genius, to sec how well the unity of effect is preserved, notwithstanding the multiplicity of objects 
surrounding the principal figure, which naturally tend by their detail to disturb the general 
impression; — and how r , in the original (*), repose and harmony are spread over the whole by 
means of a masterly gradation of color, to wdiich even the best reproduction can not without 
difficulty attain.

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We form judgments of men from little things about their house, of which the owner, perhaps, 
never thinks. In earlier years, when traveling in the West, where taverns were either scarce or 
in some places unknown, and every settler’s house was a house of 44 Entertainment,” it was a 
matter of some importance and some experience to select wisely where you would put up. And 
we always looked for flowers. If there were no trees for shade, no patch of flowers in the yard, we 
were suspicious of the place. But, no matter how rude the cabin, or rough the surroundings, if 
we saw that the window held a little trough for flowers, and that some vines twined about strings 
let down from the eaves, we were confident that there was some taste and carefulness in the log 
cabin. In a new country, where people have to tug for a living, no one will take the trouble to 
rear flowers, unless the love of them is pretty strong ; and this taste, blossoming out of plain and 
uncultivated people, is, itself, like a clump of hare-bells growing out of the seams of a rock. We 
were seldom misled. A patch of flowers came to signify kind people, clean beds, and good bread. 

But, other signs are more significant in other states of society. Flowers about a rich man’s 
house may signify only that he has a good gardener, or that he has refined neighbors, and does 
what he sees them do. 

But men are not accustomed to buy books unless they want them. If, on visiting the dwelling 
of a man of slender means, I find the reason why he has cheap carpets and very plain furniture 
to be that he may purchase books, he rises at once in my esteem. Books arc not made for furni- 
ture, but there is nothing else that so beautifully furnishes a house. The plainest row of books 
that cloth or paper ever covered is more significant of refinement than the most elaborately carved 
ttagtre , or sideboard. 

Give me a house furnished with books rather than furniture ! Both, if you can, but books 
at any rate ! To spend several days at a friend’s house, and hunger for something to read, while 
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you are treading on costly carpets, and sitting upon luxurious chairs, and sleeping upon down, is 
as if one were bribing your body for the sake of cheating your mind. 

Is it not pitiable to see a man growing rich, and beginning to augment the comforts of home, 
and lavishing money on ostentatious upholstery, upon the table, upon everything but what the 
soul needs? 

We know of many and many a rich man’s house, where it would not be safe to ask for the 
commonest English classics. A few garish annuals on the table, a few pictorial monstrosities, 
together with the stock religious books of his u persuasion,” and that is all ! No range of poets, 
no essayists, no selection of historians, no travels or biographies, no select fictions or curious 
legendary lore ; but then the walls have paper which cost three dollars a roll, and the floors 
have carpets that cost four dollars a yard ! Books are the windows through which the soul looks 
out A house without books is like a room without windows. No man has a right to bring up 
his children without surrounding them with books, if he has the means to buy them. It is a 
wrong to his family. He cheats them ! Children learn to read by being in the presence of books. 
The love of knowledge comes with reading, and grows upon it And the love of knowledge, in a 
young mind, is almost a warrant against the inferior excitement of passions and vices. 

Let us pity these poor rich men who live barrenly in great, bookless houses ! Let us con- 
gratulate the poor that in our day books are so cheap that a man may every year add a hundred 
volumes to his library for the price of what his tobacco and his beer would cost him. Among the 
earliest ambitions to be excited in clerks, workmen, journeymen, and, indeed, among all that are 
struggling up in life from nothing to something, is that of owning, and constantly adding to, a 
library of good books. A little library, growing larger every year, is an honorable part of a young 
man’s history. It is a man’s duty to have books. A library is not a luxury, but one of the 
necessaries of life. 

A good book is a thing as separate and distinct from all other creations, as a bird is from a 
flower, or a jewel from a stone. Books are at once our masters and our servants. They have a 
silent independence, an unchanging voice, a calm declaration of truth, as they will. But they are 
unobtrusive. They wait for our moods and our leisure. They are never jealous if we neglect 
them, nor quarrelsome when we are familiar. They wait upon us in youth, in manhood, and in 
old age, with a vivacity that time never chills, and an instructiveness that repetition never 
wearies. Men grow old, and children are the only reprints allowed. The same volume is never 
reproduced. But books come again, in successive editions, with the same life, the same disposi- 
tion, the same offices of love and goodness. Their joints never stiffen. Their heads never grow 
gray. All hinges but book hinges at times grate. But the unoiled pages turn smoothly forever. 

Books gradually lose their inert and dead form, and become to us like persons that have 
pulse and articulate voice. We feel more intimately acquainted with authors, two hundred years 
dead, than w'e do with our daily companions. We never let living creatures enter into our soul 
with such universal liberty as authors assume. And a scholar is never alone among books, nor is 
he ever lonesome, except among crowds of talking, trading, trifling men. A book is better for 
weariness than sleep ; better for cheerfulness than wine ; and it will hold out with the longest 
night that watcher ever saw. It often is a better physician than the doctor, a better preacher 
than the minister, a better sanctuary than the drowsy church. 
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Few persons, even members of the Fraternity, in this country are aware of the number of 
Masonic medals which have been struck during the last hundred and twenty-five years by the 
Lodges of Freemasons, or by individual members of the Society ; nor of the interest taken in this 
subject, more especially by the European Lodges, many of whom have large and valuable 
cabinets. We propose to give a brief sketch of this branch of Numismatics. 

The oldest Masonic medal known, is mentioned by Schroder, in his “ Mater ialen ,” I. 87 ; by 
Ridel, in his article on “ Medals by Zacharias, in his “ Numotheca Numismatica Latomorum ,” 
I. ; and by Merzdorf, p. 116 ; and is a silver medal of Lord Charles Sackville, Duke of Middlesex, 
who in 1783, without authority, founded a Lodge at Florence, in commemoration of which event 
this medal was struck. Zacharias asserts that the Lodge Minerva, at Leipzig, was in possession 
of a specimen ; but Merzdorf, who had a leaden copy of it, states that it has disappeared, and that 
the only original specimen is preserved in the Hammerstein Collection. Merzdorf also mentions 
a Roman medal of 1742. Hamburg next claims priority in regard to the antiquity of her Masonic 
medals. The oldest, bearing the legend “ Facies supremi eadem ,” has no date, but in the Essen 
Catalogue is attributed to the year 1740 ; a second dates from 1742, a third from 1748, and a 
fourth from 1745, — all of silver. Besides these Hamburg medals, Merzdorf mentions a bronze 
Frankfort medal, of the Lodge “ Einigkeit,” of 1742 ; a Brunswick medal of silver and gold, of 
1744 ; and one of 1745 — which, under the name of “ Freemasons’ Ducats,” appear to have been 
used as school premiums. He also mentions three from Halle, of 1744, 1745, and 1747, the only 
ones ever struck in that city. The above comprise all the German medals struck during the first 
half of the eighteenth century. 

According to Merzdorf, the oldest English medals are — one of 1760, without name of place of 
coinage ; one of Exeter, 1766 ; one of London, without date, and another of 1766. 

France contributes four of Paris, — 1760, 1769, 1778, and 1776 ; and one of Rheims, 1776. 

Belgium furnishes one of 1757, with the impress of Brussels. 

Holland , one from the Hague, of 1779. 

Sweden has medals of 1746, 1758, 1762, 1768, 1780, 1785, 1787, 1792, and only two others 
since the commencement of the present century. 

The Russian medals are limited to four, of the dates 1775, 1780, 1781 ; and in Moldavia we 
find one struck at Jassy, in 1774. 

Italy offers but two medals of the eighteenth century, — the Florentine medal of 1733 and the 
Roman of 1742, both before alluded to. 

Two Spanish medals were coined at Madrid, in 1809 and 1811, according to Merzdorf. 

North America has but one medal of the last century, — struck in 1797. 
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The Masonic medals of Asia are all very modern, and are derived from the Lodges established 
by the English in the East Indies. 

In regard to the total number of Masonic medals, Thory, in his “ Ilistoire de la Fondation du 
Grand Orient de France,” p. 33G, estimates it at 200, commencing with the year 1720. Zacharias, 
in his 44 Numotheca,” gives drawings of 48 different medals. Merzdorf mentions in all 384, 
besides 9 others which cannot be strictly termed Masonic, — as, for instance, a medal of Melanc- 
thon. This total is made up as follows : — Germany, 96 ; England, 14 ; France, 161 ; Holland and 
Belgium, 26 ; Denmark, 1 ; Sweden, 11 ; Russia, 4 ; Moldavia, 1 ; Italy, 9 ; Spain, 2 ; America, 
5 ; Asia, 4. 

The first cabinet of Masonic medals was commenced by the Lodge 44 Eintracht,” at Vienna, 
about the year 1784. Other collections were subsequently made at Rostock, Leipzig, and 
Hamburg. Private collections were also in the possession of Bros, von Eck, Zacharias, von 
Hammerstein, and Merzdorf. The largest cabinet at present is that of the Prov. Gr. Lodge of 
Mecklenburg, at Rostock, and contains 324 specimens of medals, exclusively Masonic, besides a 
number of mystical and other medals. The next in importance are the cabinets of the Lodges 
Apollo and Minerva, at Leipzig. In this country, the Lodge Pythagoras, at Brooklyn, L. I., has 
a collection of about 200 specimens. 


This Masonic Halfpenny Token, of 1790, commemorative of the election of the Prince of 
Wales as Grand Master, appears to have been in circulation as money, and is mentioned b^ Appel, 
Thory, and Zacharias. There are several varieties of it extant, four of which differ only in the 
inscription around the edge, viz., — 

1. Masonic Token, I. Scetchley fecit, x. 

2. Half-penny, payable at the Black Horse, Tower-hill. 

3. A Masonic Token, J. Sketchley, Birmingham, fecit. 

4. Masonic Token, Nitchley fecit, 1794. 

A fifth variety has on the obverse a square and compass, with the legend “ Pro bono publico." 
On the reverse, the initials 44 T. II B." the date “ 1795,” and the legend 44 East Grimstead Half- 
penny." Around the edge, 44 Payable at T. II Boorman .”

* n Pacing before them so curious an example of Bibliography. 

^ The original, from which it has been copied, was executed, it is believed, about the year 
« 1432, long before Guttenberg’s inestimable invention of printing from movable types. Before 

that period, all literature was contained in manuscripts, inclosed for the most part in convents 
and public libraries, jealously guarded by the functionaries of those institutions, and inaccessible 
to the world at large, the want of some medium for conveying knowledge by simpler and less 
expensive means than could be effected by manuscripts, was, therefore, no doubt obvious enough. 
Engraving on wood-blocks had been for some time in practice ; and the Biblia Pauperutn, together 
with other works of devotion performed by a similar process, filled up the space and formed the 
connecting link between the tediously- achieved manuscript and wondrously formed pages sent 
forth by the printing-press. 

It will be observed by the page now presented to our readers, that by far the larger portion is 
occupied by pictorial representations, and the same proportion is maintained throughout the entire 
work, consisting of only forty pages; each, a miracle of that mental and manual pains-taking for 
which the inmates of the cloister have in all ages been so justly celebrated. The original is 
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printed with some brownish-colored matter, altogether unlike printing ink ; the blocks were 
smeared over w y ith this substance, then laid down, and paper placed upon them ; after which, the 
impression was obtained by friction — a very tedious, slow process. Now, wdicn it is considered 
what a length of time it must have occupied the draughtsman to draw the pictures, and write the 
text, and the engraver to cut them on the block, then the time required to get off even one 
impression, it is palpable all this could only have been effected at a very considerable expenditure 
of time and labor, requiring, beyond all question, far different- purchasers than the j)°or men, or 
poor preachers, for whom, respectively, various authorities have affirmed the work was solely com- 
piled. Heineken alone seems responsible for the name given to the work, which is undoubtedly 
erroneous, and one wdiich is not applied to it either by Schelhorn, Schoepflin, or Meerman. The 
probability seems to be that this singular production, consisting as it does of pictorial representa- 
tions of striking portions of the New and Old Testaments, had no distinctive appellation, the 
subject-matter being deemed sufficient to show its sacrcdness. When we remember also that, at 
the time w hen it first made its appearance, the price must have been so high that none but princes 
and people of great wealth could have afforded to purchase it, as is proved by the very small 
number of copies ever printed or known to be in existence, and that the knowledge necessary to 
decipher the cramped character and interminable abbreviations of the closely written Latin 
sentences was possessed by very few, whether of the laity or clergy, — the conviction is more and 
more forced upon the mind that the term Biblia Pauperum is an entire misnomer. However this 
may be, certain it is, that, with or without title, this unique gem of the fifteenth century will ever 
form a most rare and interesting study to the artist and the bibliopole. 

Owing to the liberality of the Trustees of the British Museum, who permitted fac-similes of 
this antique rarity to be published, Mr. John Russell Smith has been enabled to lay it before the 
public. The w r ork was one of those contained in the magnificent library of his Majesty George 
III., one of whose chief delights consisted in collecting all the noblest and best editions of ancient and 
modern literature, the result being such a library that no more priceless heir-loom could have been 
devised to the British crown. His Majesty Geo. IV., who made no pretensions to literary taste, 
w y e will hope possessed the quality of patriotism, since he presented this truly Royal collection to 
an Institution where it is at all times accessible to the British people. 
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« HE history of American Libraries is a history of rapid strides through progress towards 
perfection. 

From the foundation of the first American library, at Harvard, in 1636, down to 
the present time, the tale has ever been the same ; a grand system of enlightenment, 

¥ ever adding to, ever spreading. In no case has a public library been in need, that there 
has not come forward some generous individual or body to its succor. This state of 
things is in the highest degree creditable to us as a nation, and it is fit and proper that 
some results which have been reached should be placed before the public that they may 
receive their due credit. In the year 1848, the number of public libraries in the United States, 
of 6,000 volumes and upwards, was 81, — containing 974,662. Ten years later, in 1858, the num- 
ber containing over 5,000 volumes is 234 ; number of volumes, 2,849,713 ; — trebled in a decade. 
The number of public libraries of every size in the United States at present is 2,892 ; number of 
volumes, 4,280,866. In 1848 the number of public libraries in Great Britain, exceeding 10,000 vol- 
umes each, was 29 ; number of volumes, 1,542,400. The whole number of public libraries of this 
size in Europe, including Great Britain, was 383 ; number of volumes, 20,012,735. 

But in 1857, in the Encyclopedia Britannica, Vol. XIII., Mr. Edwards gives the following 
statistics :

There are 27 principal libraries in Great Britain and on the Continent containing upwards of 
150,000 volumes each, and forming in the aggregate a grand total of 8,358,582 volumes. 
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By these few figures it will be seen that in the Old World the tendency has been to console 
date, while, in the New, it has been to scatter and spread widely. 

Thus, while we have forty times as many public libraries as Great Britain, we have only twice 
as many volumes. While in the latter country there are in four libraries 1,254,263 volumes, in this 
we have but two libraries of more than 100,000 volumes in extent The true route of biblio- 
thecal progress in America has been in spreading great numbers of collections, all containing the 
same volumes, before the public for their free use ; rather than in forming a few grand establish- 
ments in a single locality, where they could only be beneficial to a small minority of the great 
earnest public, so needing to be educated. 

Perhaps the plan having the largest design for usefulness is that of the Public Library of Bos- 
ton, which, after seven years’ progress, publishes its Seventh Annual Report, containing among 
others the following interesting facts :

Thus, this library, with a child’s age, has taken a man’s place in the world of benevolent insti- 
tutions. The good which its perfect freedom of action allows it to do is incalculable. With the 
mushroom’s growth, it has attained to the toughness of the oak and the wide spread of the 
Banyan. 

The Mercantile Library Association of New York now numbers more than 51,000 books, and 
subscribes to 120 Newspapers and 150 Magazines, in five different languages. 

The Astor Library, of New York, in a decade of years, has accumulated 110,000 volumes,— 
being the most extensive on the Western Continent. 

These three are types of classes. 

The first, the absolutely free library, blending in its contents the useful and the entertaining, 
having for its object the instruction and amusement of the masses. 

The second, the growth of a want of relaxation on the part of the mercantile community, is 
self-supporting, and self-regulating ; it is American in its birth and establishment. 

The third, the only representative on this continent of the libraries of the Old World. The 
place for deposit of such works as are not to be obtained elsewhere, it must be guarded with 
jealous care by its keepers ; accident or loss, in this instance, cannot be replaced. It teaches 
through the teacher ; it enlightens the educated, and through them its treasures are digested and 
scattered broadcast ever the world. It sterns aristocratic because it is lofty in its aims, and sturdy 
in its progress ; yet in its results it is eminently democratic. 

Such are the ways in which the library element is diffused in our country. They are suited 
to the many different features of character and composition of our people ; they are all wise and 
good, and their results cannot be foretold. 
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OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS, Local Correspondence, 
and, indeed, manuscripts of every sort, are the landmarks of history. Perhaps more 
disputed points have been settled, more errors corrected, by the chance appearance of 
letters or documents, than in any other way. In our own country and its history, of 

f course, those relating to the Revolution are more interesting and of greater importance 
than any others, and, in this article, we wish to refer particularly to two collections, each 
possessing special intrinsic merits of its own, and both highly valuable as having served 
to elucidate many doubtful problems. These Collections are known among collectors 
as the “ Hartley and. Franklin Mss." and the “ Livingston Correspondence .” 

The first of these consists of papers left by David Hartley, Esq., his Majesty’s Commissioner 
to the Peace Congress, held at Paris, in 1783 ; they comprise letters and documents to the amount of 
nearly two hundred, all copied neatly in the handwriting of David Hartley, and extending from 
April 18th, 1783, to the final ratification of the Treaty. 

Contained in this collection are the directions of the king to his Commissioners ; the long and 
extremely important letters of Fox, Win. Fawkener, W. Temple Franklin, Washington, Geo. 
Clinton, Col. Trumbull, Benj. Franklin, and others ; the powers granted, to the English Com- 
missioners, powers granted to the American Commissioners, with the signatures of Adams, Franklin, 
Jay, and Laurens ; letters of congratulation on the birth of a princess, &c., &c., &c. 

These form a complete history of the treaty, and also include copies of the treaty itself, both 
in its progressive and finished state. The collection serves to show the management of politicians 
of the period, and the extreme difficulty found in obtaining a treaty upon the desired basis. But 
perhaps the most valuable and remarkable curiosity, is the map used by the Commissioners ; it was 
drawn in pen-and-ink, by Benjamin Franklin, and, although discolored by age, is still in good 
preservation. It is not impossible but that it may hereafter become an important witness. 

The Livingston Correspondence is comprised in a series of letters, mounted and elegantly 
bound in seven volumes folio, half Russia. Among others, there are 20 Autograph Letters of 
Washington, interesting as well for the information they convey, as for their rarity. Letters of 
Generals Arnold, Lee, Wayne, Gaines, Greene ; Col. Moultrie, Baron DeKalb, Lafayette, Count de 
Rochambeau, Sir Henry Clinton, Lord Rawdon, Lord Cornwallis, Baron Steuben, Duke Lauzun, 
Col. Trumbull, Aaron Burr, Boudinot, and many others from parties more-or less acquainted with 
the occurrences of the period. In them the war, its causes and progress, the disaffection of 
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officers, the weakness of the army, exchanges of prisoners, &c., are all familiarly and confidentially 
discussed. Our space does not permit extended illustration, but we give below a few’ selections 
taken at a cursory glance through the volumes : 

Jon. Trumbull writes, on the Finances of the Country, “We shall be carried through our 
present confusion, and landed on happy ground.” 

Gen. Washington — In relation to Exchange of Prisoners. 

The same — Demanding supplies from New r Jersey. 

Wm. Churchill Houston — On necessity of relief for the Army. 

Robert Morris says, “The American Navy will most certainly become, one day or other, 
respectable on the ocean, however depressed now.” 

Gen. Knox invites Gov. Livingston to dinner. 

Jos. Reed speaks of the “ fall of Charlestow n and capture of the garrison and stores.” 

Baron Steuben w rites discontentedly, and intimates his intention of resigning. 

John Jay — Announcing the birth of a daughter. 

Gen. Greene writes about “ grain and forage for the army.” 

Gen. Washington announces his determination to proceed against New York. 

The same — Warrant to impress forage for the army. 

Letters ofWm. Churchill Houston, of which there are many, give more information than 
those of any other writer in the collection. To the historian, they will be found of inestimable 
value. We w r ould specially recommend them to the attention of New Jersey and New York, as 
they contain information particularly valuable to these States These Mss can all be seen at the 
office of the “ Literary Letter.”

(THE POOR MAN’S BIBLE.) One of the Earliest and most Curious Block-Books, reproduced in 
fac-simile from a Copy in the British Museum. By J. Pii. Berjeau. 

The Biblia Paupcrum, known also by the title of Historic Vetcris et Novi Teetamenti^ is a set of woodcuts, in 
which the Old and New Testament are both brought to memory by pictures, and some lines of text in Latin. This name 
Biblia Pauperum is derived from its use by Monks of the poorer orders, commonly called Pauperes Ohristi. 

As a specimen of the earliest woodcuts and of printed block-books, destined to supersede the manuscripts, anterior to 
the valuable invention of Guttenberg, the Biblia Pauperum is well worthy the attention of the Amateur of Fine Arts as 
well as of the Bibliographer. It consists of forty engravings, printed on one side only of the leaves, and disposed so as to 
have the figures opposite each other ; — the blank pages are still, or were, pasted together in most of the copias. 

The engravings were printed by friction, with a substance of a brownish yellow color, instead of printing ink, which 
was unknown at this early period. To Imitate, as near as possible, the original, the plates in this fac-simile are disposed 
opposite each other, and printed In a brownish color. Various Editions of this Block-book have been discovered, without 
any writer being able to say which Is the first one. A review of them is given In the printed Introduction of the book. 

Besides the Rhymed Latin Poetry — of which part was given by Uelnecken, and after him by Ottley — the Introduction 
gives, for the first time, the whole of the Text printed on both sides in the upper compartment, as well as an English 
Explanation of the Subjects.

t N our last Number of the Literary Letter, we gave a facsimile specimen of the Biblia Pnu* 
perum, being the first or very nearly the first book printed on the continent of Europe, and 
we now have the pleasure of presenting to our subscribers an exact facsimile of a page of 
the first book printed in England, being “The Game and Playe of the Chesse,” printed by the 
renowned William Caxton, a few particulars of whose life, gleaned from various sources, here 
follow : 
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William Caxton, one cf those imperishable names which shed a glory on the land of their 
birth, was born in the Weald of Kent, that southern portion of one of England’s most celebrated 
counties, in or about the year 1410. Having served an apprenticeship to a mercer, he was after- 
wards employed by the Mercers’ Company as their agent in the Netherlands, a position he 
filled with so much talent and integrity, during the long period of twenty-three years, that 
he was chosen as the fittest person to negotiate a commercial treaty between Edward IY. 
and the Duke of Burgundy. He subsequently entered the service of the celebrated Margaret, 
Duchess of Burgundy, the sister of Edward IV. During his varied career he had acquired 
the art of printing ; and in compliance with the wishes of his illustrious patroness, he trans- 
lated from the French of Raoul le Fevre, “Recuyell of the Historyes of Troye,” and printed 
it in 1471, at Cologne. This is the earliest typographical production in the English lan- 
guage, and is now so scarce that at the Roxburghe sale a copy of it sold for £1,060. Caxton 
continued to exercise his new vocation for about twenty years, during which time he produced 
between fifty and sixty volumes, for the most part composed or translated by himself. His books 
are printed upon a sort of vellum paper, and the errors of the press are corrected in red ink with 
his own hand ; what are technically called “ errata ” being then unknown. The year of Caxton’s 
return to England is uncertain, but must have been previous to 1474, as he then had a press in 
Westminster Abbey, from whence issued the first book executed in that country, viz., “The Game 
and Playe of the Chesse.” Caxton continued his labors throughout his life, and is supposed to 
have died about 1492 ; and was interred, according to some, in Campden, Glamorganshire, whilst 
other state that his remains were deposited in St. Margaret’s, Westminster. 

The life of Caxton has been written by the Rev. John Lewis, Minister of Margate, in Kent, 
London, 1737, one volume, large octavo ; the reader may also consult Middleton’s Dissertation on 
the Origin of Printing in England. “ The Game of the Chesse” contains a description of the 
Pieces and Pawns, with twenty-four woodcuts, eight of which are repetitions of the others. The 
following is a correct list of these early production of English art : 

1. An executioner with an ax, cutting to pieces on a block the limbs of a man. On the head, 
which is lying on the ground, there is a crown. Birds are seen seizing and flying away with por- 
tions of the limbs. There are buildings in the distance, and three figures, one of whom is a king, 
with a crown and scepter, appear looking on. 2. A figure sitting at a table with a chess-board 
before him, and holding one of the chess-men in his hand. This is the cut which Dr. Dibdin says 
is the first in the book. 3. A king and another person playing at chess. (This is the one here 
given in fae simile.) 4. The King at chess, seated on a throne. 5. The King and Queen. 6. The 
“ Alphyns," now called “ Bishops,” in the game of chess, “ in the manner of judges sittyng.’’ 
7. The Knight 8. The “ Rook,” or Castle, a figure on horseback, wearing a hood, and holding a 
staff in his hand. From No. 9 to No. 15, inclusive, the Pawns are represented as follows: 
Laborers and workmen ; the principal figure, representing the first Pawn, with a spade in his right 
hand, and a cart-whip in his left 10. The second Pawn, a smith with his buttriss in the string 
of his apron, and a hammer in his right hand. 11. The third Pawn, represented as a clerk, — that 
is, a writer op transcriber, in the same sense as Peter Scheffer and Ulric Zell are styled cleriei — 
with his case of writing materials at his girdle, a pair of shears in one hand, and a large knife in 
the other. 1 2. The fourth Pawn, a man with a pair of scales, and having a purse at his girdle) 
representing “ marchauntes or chaungers.” 13. The fifth Pawn, a figure seated on a ch iir, b»v- 
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f HE Bibmotu&qub Imi>£r(alk, whose celebrity is world-wide, was founded by King John in 
the 14th century ; but Charles V. [1364-1380] was the first king of France who took actual 
measures to procure its continuance by his successors. In 1378, this library contained 910 
volumes, placed in one of the towers of the Louvre. From this period it was neglected until 
1425, when the Duke of Bedford obtained possession of it for a small sum of money, and, as is 
believed, conveyed it to England. The present collection is based on a library commenced by 
Louis XL This collection was increased by means of a law, ordering that one copy of every 
printed book should be deposited therein. Louis XII. added the books that his father had col- 
lected at Blois ; and Francis I., in the year 1544, sent the whole to a library founded by him at 
Fontainebleau, containing at that time 1,890 volumes. In 1595, this library was transferred to 
Paris, where, in 1684, it contained nearly 40,000 printed books, and 10,500 MSS., many of these 
having been added to it by Colbert and others. At present, this library contains about 825,000 
printed books; 85,000 volumes of manuscripts ; 800,000 charters or deeds, and 500,000 pamph- 
lets and tracts. Besides these, it contains a superb collection of coins, medals, and curiosities, 
originally collected by Louis XIV., and more than 1,500,000 engravings and portraits. The MSS. 
are especially rare and valuable, including, at one time, Horace, Virgil, Caesar, Terence, and 
others among the Classics ; Dante, Boccaccio, and Michael Angelo ; besides many others acquired 
from the Vatican Library, and afterwards returned to Rome. The Bibliothique Impiriale is open 
to readers every day, except holidays, from 10 o’clock A. M , until 4 P. M. Although there have 
been made various catalogues of its treasures, in MS. and type, there has been no complete cata- 
logue ever made of the whole collection, and the difficulty of obtaining rare or little-known works, 
is of course very great Such a catalogue has been undertaken by order of the present Emperor, 
and has proceeded as far as‘the fourth volume, in the class of French history. 

The Mazarin Library was commenced in 1643, by order of the Cardinal Mazarin, and the 
following year was thrown open to the public ; it soon became popular, containing as it did some 
40,000 volumes. During the Fronde, about 16,000 volumes were sold, when the King arrested 
the sale in 165& In his will, Mazarin bequeathed this library to “men of letters,” with the in- 
junction that it should be opened to them twice in each week ; this was not, however, done 
until 1688. 

The library contains at present about 130,000 printed books, and 4,000 manuscripts, besides 
works of art, models of Pelasgic monuments, etc. The books include mostly works of History, 
Theology, and Medicine, of the 15th and 16th centuries. The library is open every day except 
holidays, and a vacation from the 1st of August to the 15th of September, from 10 A. M. until 3 
P. M. It possesses no modern works, not having purchased anything with the exception of 
memoirs and dictionaries, since 1789. 
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The Library of St. Genevieve was founded in 1624 by the Cardinal de la Rochefoucault, 
an Abbe of St- Genevieve, in the buildings of the monastery. Additions were made to the col* 
lection from valuable private libraries, until the period of the Empire, when it received the name 
of “Library of the Pantheon.” It contains at the present day nearly 150,000 printed books 
and 6,000 manuscripts. The reading-room is the largest in Paris, seating comfortably 420 per- 
sons. Among other rarities, the library contains a fine collection of the publications of Aldus and 
Elzivir; early printed books ; Italian books of the 16th century; and one of the best collections 
of the works of Lope de Vega, known to exist. Also, newspapers, pamphlets, etc., from the 3 7th 
century until the Empire. 

A unique collection of portraits of the 16th century, adds to the value of this remarkable 
library. 

This library is extremely popular, and visitors are obliged to attend early to secure seats ; 
the regulations are similar to 'those described above, with the exception that it is «pen in the 
| evening from 6 until 10. Each department, of which there are six, is superintended by a special % 
• librarian, and the whole establishment is thoroughly systematic.
